Discrimination to intervene re¬ 
garding the by-law passed by the 
town of Haixhvick, on July 26, 
which states that no one can 
live in the town of Hard-wick, 
in a mobilehome until he has 
obtained the age of 62 years and 
has lived in the town thi*ee years 
prior to obtaining this age. 

In the N. E. Mobilehome com¬ 
plaint to the Massachusetts 
Commission Against Discrimina¬ 
tion it was maintained by the 
association that when a town 
adopts zoning regulations based 
upon a persons age a severe is¬ 
sue of discrimination is definitely 
involved and that it is just as 
-discriminatory to say a man can¬ 
not Live in a mobilehome until 
he reaches a certain age as it is 
to say a man cannot live in a 
mobilehome because of his re¬ 
ligion or his skin color. 

In requesting the Massachu¬ 
setts Commission Against Dis¬ 
crimination to intervene in this 
situation the N, E. Mobilehome 
Association feels that if this 
type by-law is allowed to he ac¬ 
ceptable in the Commonwealth 


of Massachusetts that zoning 
laws will theffi be given broad 
powers to zone on the basis of 
discrimination rather than on the 
basis of proper orderly gix>wth of 
the town and general welfare.
